It is indeed a very bad reflection 
on our rapidly growing town to 
have to admit there are such notor- 
jous characters about, and yet appar- 
ently the law is not taking uotive:

Then setting the hotel’s electric fire 
alarm going he went outside and 
svon he discovered that some one 
had deliberately dropped a burn- 
ing sack soaked with coal oil he- 
tween the boards over the cellarway, 
which had rolled down against the 
door. He quickly got the sack out 
and throwing it into the mud 
stamped the fire out, and with a 
pail of water extinguished the fire 
at the door, but not before a hole 
was burned through the door. Had 
the fire been allowed to burn a few 
minutes longer it would have un- 
doubtedly burned the hotel to the 
ground,

From the News we quote the ap- 
pended, but as the point in argument 
has already been so thoroughly dis- 
cussed in these coluinns by the 
most learned professors of agricul- 
ture, all of whom opposed the unit- 


‘ing of the institutions, it is not here 


necessary to further comment there- 
on: 

“The Saturday News has set forth 
already its reasons for believing that 
work can be done more economically 
and efficiently in connection with 
the university than apart from it 
and that the result would not only 
be to the advantage of agricultural 
education but to that of the whole 
eaase of higher learning. That cen- 
tralization would effect a saving in 
expense is certain. If the two in- 
stitutions were kept apart, two sets 
of instructors in’ a considerable 
number of subjects would have to 
be employed, where one set would 
do, were the two associated. Large 
economies could also be effected in 
the cost of buildings, equipment and 
general administration. We are 
launching. out on these enternrises 
in Alberta at an early stage in the 
growth of the province and we can- 
not afford to spend ‘two dollars 
where one dollar will do, simply te 
gratify Ieeal ambition. At the same 
time, the grouping of the different 
colleges will make it possible to 
employ better men and methods, 
Concentration makes for success in 
the modern cdueational world. as 
surely as it does in that of business. 

It has-been argued that the other 
students will look down upon those 
who attend the agricultural college 
and that the result will he that! 
many boys who start’ out with the| 
idea of becoming farmers will drift! 
into other professions where they | 
are not so much needed, The Un- 
iversity is spoken of asan institution 
for rich men’s sons, where the frills 
of an education are obtained, This| 
is not the idea underlying the Uni- 
versity of Alberta. If it were, the 
sooner the institution were abolished 
the better. It has no justification 
except in so far as it fits those who 
attend ita lectures for the 
snecessful discharge of the serious 
duties of life. In such an institu 
tion a faculty of agriculture would 
s00n over-shadow all the others and 
x0 far from the other faculties turn- 
ing it away from its purpose there

| The Trade Winds. 


| he trade winds are caused by the 

difference of temperature between 
the poles and the equator, As the 
heated air* at the equator rises the 
cooler air from the north and south 
poles flows in to take its place, and 
these atmospheric currents flowing 
from the north and south poles to- 
ward the equator constitute what are 
called the trade winds. The trades 
are of varying force, their strength 
depending entirely upon the difference 
in temperature between the equator 
and the pole. The greater the differ- 
ence the stronger the wind,
